THEN ENTERED THE RESIDENCE AND DECLARED DENNIS LANE AS DECEASED. IT WAS DETERMINED THAT 



LANE HAD SUSTAINED MULTIPLE STAB WOUNDS. THE SUBJECT WHO HAD ENTERED THE RESIDENCE WAS 



IDENTIFIED AS JASON ANTHONY BULMER, WHITE MALE WITH A DATE OF BIRTH OF 08-07-1993. 



BULMER IMMEDIATELY TOLD THE FIRST ARRIVING POLICE OFFICERS, A STATEMENT SIMILAR TO TM 



THE ONE WHO DID IT, SHE (ARNOLD) TOLD ME TO.' BULMER WAS PLACED UNDER ARREST BY PATROL 



PERSONNEL. MS. ARNOLD WAS INITIALLY PLACED UNDER INVESTIGATIVE DETENTION BY PATROL 



OFFICERS AND WAS LATER SUBSEQUENTLY TRANSPORTED TO POLICE HEADQUARTERS AND PLACED UNDER 



ARREST. BULMER WAS SUBSEQUENTLY TRANSPORTED TO HOWARD COUNTY POLICE DEPARTMENT 



HEADQUARTERS. AT POLICE HEADQUARTERS, BULMER WAS PROVIDED WRITTEN ADVISEMENT OF HIS 



CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS (MIRANDA WARNING) BY DFC DONALD J. GUEVARA, BULMER WAIVED HIS 



CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHTS AND AGREED TO SPEAK WITH DFC GUEVARA AND DFC A. EIIART, DURING THE 



POST MIRANDA INTERVIEW, BULMER ADMITTED TO S TABBING THE VICTIM, BULMER INFORMED THE 



INVESTIGATORS THAT THE KILLING OF ARNOLD'S FATHER HAD BEEN DISCUSSED BY BULMER AND ARNOLD 



FOR APPROXIMATELY THE TWO MONTHS PRECEDING THE CRIME, THE COMMUNICATIONS CONCERNING THE 



MURDER BECAME MORE FREQUENT WITHIN THE PAST SEVERAL WEEKS. BULMER ADVISED THAT THE TWO 



HAD COMMUNICATED FREQUENTLY THROUGH VARIOUS ELECTRONIC MEANS OF COMMUNICATION. ACCORDS 



TO BULMER, ARNOLD INFORMED HIM THAT AFTER BULMER KILLED HER FATHER, THE TWO COULD 'RUN

ARREST ON TRAFFIC/NATURAL RESOURCES/MASS TRANSIT CITATIONS/CRIMINAL CHARGES/MUNICIPAL ORDINANCES/PUBLIC LOCAL LAWS 



OFF TOGETHER.' BULMER ADVISED THAT ARNOLD WISHED TO FLEE TO CALIFORNIA. DURING ANOTHER 



COMMUNICATIONS, ARNOLD INFORMED BULMER TO STAB HER FATHER IN THE THROAT TEN TIMES' AND 



THEN TO STAB GEIGER IN THE THROAT FIFTEEN TIMES WHILE THE TWO WERE SLEEPING. 



INVESTIGATORS INQUIRED FROM BULMER WHY THE DIFFERENCES IN THE NUMBER OF TIMES STABBED FOR 



EACH VICTIM. BULMER ANSWERED THAT ARNOLD TOLD HIM, 'I HAVE MY REASONS AND I'LL TELL YOU 



LATER.' ACCORDING TO BULMER, AS THE TWO PLANNED THE ATTACK, ARNOLD INFORMED BULMER 



THAT SHE WOULD LEAVE THE REAR BASEMENT SLIDER TO THE RESIDENCE UNLOCKED. BULMER ADVISED 



THAT THIS WAS HOW HE MADE ENTRY INTO THE RESIDENCE. INVESTIGATORS FOUND NO FORCED ENTRY 



TO THE RESIDENCE AND THE REAR SLIDER WAS FOUND TO BE UNLOCKED. BOTH BULMER AND ARNOLD 



WERE STUDENTS AT MT. HEBRON HIGH SCHOOL, ON 05-09-2013, WHILE AT SCHOOL, THE TWO ENGAGED 



IN A CONVERSATION IN WHICH ARNOLD TOLD BULMER, 'I DON'T KNOW WHAT I'LL DO IF YOU DON'T DO 



IT TONIGHT' IN REFERENCE TO BULMER KILLING ARNOLD'S FATHER. ON 05-09-2013 BETWEEN 



APPROXIMATELY 2100 AND 2200 HOURS, BULMER TOOK A PHOTOGRAPH OF A KITCHEN CARVING KNIFE 



KEPT AT HIS RESIDENCE. BULMER SENT THIS PHOTOGRAPH TO ARNOLD ELECTRON I CALL Y INDICATING 



THAT THIS WAS THE KNIFE THAT BULMER INTENDED ON BRINGING TO ARNOLD'S RESIDENCE. ARNOLD 



GAVE A REPLY THAT INDICATED TO BULMER THAT THIS KNIFE WAS SATISFACTORY. ACCORDING TO 



BULMER, ARNOLD ALSO INDICATED TO BULMER THAT THERE WERE NO 'SHARP KNIVES' AT HER 
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STATE'S ATTORNEY
